This reference has been made to me as Industrial Tribunal by the Central 
Government in exercise of the powers conferred by gection 7 read with clause 
(c ) of sub -section (1 ) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 for 
the adjudication of the dispute between the Kirkee Cantonment Board , Poona , 
and the workmen in its employment relating to the demands specified below :

Son into the 

uld be paid anyappointed by the competention the 


8 . The employees should be paid scoording to the recommendations of 

the Central Pay Commission with effect from 1st January 1947 . 
4 . Till formal and final recognition is accorded to the union by the 

Central Government , the condition and terms of the provisional 

recognition already accorded should be specified . 
The workmen who are concerned in this dispute are represented by the 
Kirkee Cantonment Board Kamgar Union , hereinafter called " the Union " , 
and have filed a statement of claim . The Kirkee Cantonment Board , Poona, 
hereinafter called " the Board " , has filed a written statement in reply oppos . 
ing the demands. Those of the present workmen in the Board s employment 
who did not wish to be represented by the Union have appeared separately 
through a pleader and have filed & written statement Ex. 2 albo opposing the 
demands made by the Union and gupporting the Cantonment Board . The 
parties have filed dooumentary evidence and the Union has also adduced , oral 
evidence . 

2 . The workmen in the employment of the Board formed a union on 
29th January 1947 styled the Kirkee Cantonment Board Kamgar Union and 
advised the Board of the same on 18th February 1947 . The Board did not 

ise the Uinon but after some correspondence it was agreed between the 
nad the Executive Officer of the Board on the one hand , and the 

uion , Shri Joshi, and the Secretary , Shri Kulkarni on the 

vation of the Union unofficial meetings of representatives 
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of the Union and the Board might be convened on request by Union represen 
tatives to consider cases of collective and individual grievances of the conservancy 
stafi . It appears that on a report of the Executive Officer in respect of one 
mechanio and four lorry drivers , two of whom were Babu Sayad and 
Narbu Somaya , whoge behaviour was found unsatisfactory , the Finance Com 
mittee of the Board had recommended their discharge about the end of 
September 1947 but the Board modified that decision and appointed an inquiry 
committee of three members of the Board . After taking into account the 
recommendations of the said Committee the Board ultimately decided to retain 
them in service . However, apprehending that the said five workmen might be 
discharged , the Union bad written to the Board on 29th September 1947 asking 
for a joint meeting of the representatives of the Board and the Union to consider 
the question ; and this right the Union cluimod in pursuance of the agreement 
of 14th June 1947 . The Board was not willing to accept the Union s request 
and informed the Union accordingly . Ultimately however, as said above , the 
said workmen were retained in the Board s service and that incident WAH 
cloned , 


8 . The Union gave a notice of strike on 30 December 1947 making certain 
demands , which included among others , that an inquiry committee should be 
appointed to inquire into the grievances of the workers against the Sanitary 
Superintendent, and that the Union should have a representative on the said 
oommittee . Following this notice negotiations were held between the Canton 
ment Board Executive Officer and the Union executive As a result of which 
the Union wag accorded provisional recognition subject to the confirmation by 
the Cantonment Board and it was agreed that the Vice - President and the 
Executive Officer of the Board would inquire into the allegations against tho 
Sanitary Superintendent and the grievances of the workers as submitted in 
detail by a representative of the Union and that every effort would be made to 
redrese genuine grievances and such grievances 88 were not redressed might 
be discussed with the representatives of the Union before the final decision in 
the matter was taken . There was also a settlement in respect of the demand 
for increased dearnebe allowance . Allegations against the Sanitary Superinten 
dent were subsequently inquired into and most of them were found to be base . 
deal and untenable and the findings of Khan Bahadur Moleding who made the 
inquiry were communicated to the Union on 23rd March 1948 . It appears that 
at the time of the annual budget estimates the Board decided to retrench 12 
workers , of whom 4 were women , with effect from 1st August 1948 but this 
was purely on account of budgetary reasons and with a view to effecting economy 
in the administration . The Union , however , resented this retrenohment, 
Ambulance car driver Babu Sayad , against whom there were gomo complaints , 
was served with a notice of discharge on 29th September 1948 and this again 
was resented by the Union . The Union was also harbouring & grievance in 
rospect of the Sanitary Superintendent, and appointed its own inquiry com . 
mittee to investigate into his conduct and this Cominittee submitted a report 
to the Union on 14th September 1948 holding that most of the grievapces were 
true and suggesting that the Board should remove the said superintendent from 
Aervice . Thereafter the Union gave a notice of strike on 1st October 1948 
intimating that the workmen would go on strike with effect from 19th October 
1948 on account of their grievances , and these related to Babu Sayud , tho 
12 employees discharged in July 1948 , and the Sanitary Superintendent , in 
respect of whom all the Union wanted inquiry committees to be appointed , with 
the Union s representatives on them , to investigate the workmen s grievances . 
The other demands were for wage scales according to the Pay Commission s 
Report, Anal recognition of the Union , and housing accommodation or house 
rent allowance of Rs. 5 in lieu thereof. Discussions were thereafter held bette 
ween the Board and the Union with the intervention of the Conciliation 
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Shri Basu with a view to arriving at a settlement but these proved unsuccessful 
and it appears that the Union insisted on its own terms and more particularly 
on having a Union s representative as a full - fledged member of the inquiry com 
mittee. The Conciliation Officer ultimately wrote to the Union Secretary on 
4th November 1948 that further negotiations were not likely to yield any results 
and the Union thien commenced a strike on 11th November 1948 . The strike 
lasted five days , and , according to the Union , it decided on 16th November 1948 
to cail off the strike from the next day because a case of cholera had occured 
within the Cantonment limits and the Union did not wish to jeopardise 
the health of public . In the meantime the Board had decided on the 
18th October that 10 case the strike materialised and if the employees 
did not return to duty within 48 hours of their absence their services would be 
permanently and finally dispensed with and new men appointed in their places . 
In pll" suance thereof the Board did enploy 60 lei hands by the 16th November 
1945 . is the old hands offered to resume work on 17th November the Board 
took back about un of them but refused to take back the remaining. As a 
result thereof the Union gave another notice of strike on 11th January 1949 
repeating the former deinands, and making a further demand viz . , for the re 
instatement of the einployees discharged during the strike. A joint meeting 
between the Eropuitis . ftiresint the Board , the conciliation Oficzi and the 
repik Gospit: itives of the Union tonk place on 21st January 19-19 but no settlement 
was l eilched . The efforts at a settlement were continued but as these proved 
unarailing the Union sought the intervention of the Central Government and 
after certain correspondence , which inevitably toc s silen , this dispute was 
referr . d to arhitiation by the Central Government on 12th January 1950 . This 
in brief is the history of the dispute .

4 . Demand No . 1 ( A ). The demand is for the reinstatement of the 
12 workers who were discharged with effect from 1st August 1948 . Several 
proposals were placed before the Board with a view to effecting savings in the 
expenditure and one of these Wis item No . 11 jelating to the retrenchment of 
the said 12 workers which was going to effect it saving of Rs. 3 ,100 2 Var . 
These proposals were considered by the Board and the retrenchment was made 
with a view to effect economy in the expenditure and for no other reason . The 
Union too has not alleged any ulterior raysons nor har attributed : 1127 motive 
to the Board in the matter of this retrenchment. Its grievance , as now stated , 
is that the workload having actually increased the Board should have sought 
monetary assistance from the Government instead of retreaching the staff and 
that no saisfactory explanation had been given by the Board . As to this 
contention of the increase in the workload , however , it is material to see that 
in the demands annexed to the notice of strike dated the 
1st Octoher 1948 , no mention was made of the increase 
in the workload and , on the other hand , the allegation was that 
the discharge was effecter arbitrarily " without taking into considera 
tion the length of service or any other aspect. " There was no suggestion 
whatever of the increase in the workload and it seems plain that this plea is 
an afterthought. There is also no evidence to substantiate the plea , nor is 
there anything to show that having regard to the existing workload no reduc 
tion of the staff was possible . The 12 particular employees who were dis 
charged were all aged between 58 and 60 years and they were picked out for 
that reason . At the same time the reason subsequently stated viz . , that they 
were surplus to requirement does not appear to be correct . In any case it 
does not appear to have weighed with the Board at the time of effecting the 
discharge. Whatever that might be , it cannot be denied that this was a case 
of retrenchment on account of financial reasons and with a view to effecting 
économy in the annual expenditure . The Union appears to have taken the 
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view that it had a right to investigate the question and that the investigation 
should on by a comunitloe having the workmen s representative on it This 
feeling uppcars to have been inspired by the agrcenient of li{ th June 1947, 
on which great, stress bag beril laid by tho Union during the events which led 
to this dispute . What was agroed to under the agreement, however , was that 
unofficial meetings of representatives of the Union and the Bourd muight be 
convoned to consider cubes of collective and individual grievances of the con 
Bervancy staff , which only meant that the grilvance4 wero to ha considered by 
such joint committees und tie chiffcrences proud oui US ( 131In possible 
by negotiations. But that dul not concede jo tho Union the right to have 
an inquiry Committent uppouted N a tters rollerning tille internal 
adıninistration of the Board and to havo the employect representation on the 
committee Tho (" untoumonts Art , 1924 no doubt conionplates the associa 
tion of outsiders with inquiries to be mado by the Board , As for instance in 
the matter of valuation and Assessment. Section 68 ( 3 ) of the Act provides 
that the objections to valuation or assessment should be inquired into ond in 
vestigated , and the persons making them shall be allowed un opportunity of 
being beard cithor in person or by authorised agent, by an Assessmont Com 
mittee appointed by the Board . Sub -section ( 4 ) requires that it shall not bo 
nccessary to appoint to the Assessinent Committee any inoinber of tho Board , 
which means that outsiders could be appointed on the Committeo for such 
purposes . However thore is nothing in the Act to require the Board to ap 
point inquiry committees in the inattor of the internal administration of the 
Board or to have the workmen s representatives ( D) such committees . The 
Union s insistence on such a committec was , in my opinion , unjuslified and it 
secns that this particular Atlitude of the Unioll Wan remponsillo for the brcak 
down of the negotiations between the parties The Tinion also iusisted 011 
such a committee in respect of their demands relating to Babu Sayad and the 
Sanitary Superintendent , which again wus wholly unjustified . It appears that 
the Union was obsessed by the view that the Cantonment Board hud not the 
sole right to judge the conduct and behaviour of its employees and that flate in 
representativo union it had equal rights in such matters . In iact it considored 
itscul parallel body to the Boaril and to have representation on 
any inquiry coinintthe that llie Bond might appoint Biowover such inquiries 
arh Alwill deputmental in their nuture and the employ or , par licularly 
bein -Government bodies like the musicipalities and cantonment boada , coud 
not obviously permit the appointment of outbillelt on lcparimental inquiry cou . 
mittees . Shri Baru , the Conciliator , made sustained efforts to bring about 
2 bottlement of tho dispute and he called more thau ono jneeting of tho represen 
tatives of the Board and the Union and mude all attempts for a rapprochement . 
In bis loiter dated 4th November 1948 to the Union Secretary ho wrote that 
thu Vich - President of ibe Bonrd 113 one of the 100. tings had already assured him 
( tho Union Scurclary ) thut the Union s co - operntion and assistance in deciding 
the case of the said 12 retrenched employees would be inost helpful; which 
shows that whort of appointing a committco with the Union s representative 
thercon tho Boalwas willing to ai comodate thc Union s wishes in the matter 
as far as possible . The Board was prepared to place their case Estore the 
Union and was willing to rectify any irregularity that might I wted out 
but that did not satisfy the Union On the merits of + 
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there were complaints regarding his oonduot and these were investigated by 
the Medical Officer in -charge Cantonment General Hospital and the Canton 
ment Exeoutive Officer and their report was considered by the Board at its 
meeting of 28th September 1948 . The Board decided that in view of allega . 
tions Nos . 3 and 4 which related to begaulte on Shankar Mukadam and Kisan 
Bala respectively , the continued retention of Babu Sayad s services was detri 
mental to the Board and therefore his services should be terminated and acoord 
ingly he was served with a notice of discharge dated 29th September 1948 with 
three months wages in lieu of notice . Since , however , he was & permanent 
servant the action should have been taken under Rule 12 of the Cantonment 
Fund Servants Rules and the decision to discharge was therefore reconsidered 
and the Board resolved on 28th September 1948 to appoint an inquiry com 
mittee and pending enquiries to suspend him with effect from 1st Ootober 1948 . 
One of the demands in the Union s notice of strike dated 1st October W88 for 
the withdrawal of the notice of discharge and for the appointment of a com 
mittee with equal number of representatives of labour and the Board to lovesti 
gate into the charges made against Babu Sayad . It appears from the Concilia -, 
tor s letter of 4th November 1948 that the Board was prepared to have big 
oase investigated by members of the Board in the presence of the Union ropre 
sentative who might sot as an observer . The employee was also to be allowed 
to plead his case with the help of any one who may not as his pleador . The 
Board however refused to take & union representative 88 & full - fledged member 
of the committee that may be appointed to investigate the case and , in my 
opinion , the Board was well justified in adopting that attitude . 

6 . Regarding the inquiry , Babu Sayed was served with a charge sheet ( Ex . 7) 
on 28rd November 1948 containing three charges ; first that he failed to report 
to the offioe the accident caused by him on 15th June 1948 at Chikhalwadi 
resulting in damage to a private P . W . D . water meter , Becondly that on 18th 
September 1948 , leaving his own work , he argulted Shankar Mukedam & servant 
of the Board , and thirdly that on 14th August 1948 he apgaulted Kigan Bala 
wotking as Mali in the Cantonment General Hospital who was also servant 
of the Board . He was told that along with his written statement of defonoe 
he might state whether he desired to be heard in person and to produce oral 
evidence , Khan Bahadur M . H . Moleding, Shri 8 . G . Jain and Shri Rajaran , 
all of whom were members of the Board , were appointed members of the com 
mittee to hold the inquiry . It is not denied that of these Khan 
Bahadur Moledida wae sympathetic to the Union s demands all along 
and he strove hig utmost to bring about & rapprochement between the parties 
And had even undertaken to make all efforts to persuade the Board to 
accept certain proposals . Shri Rajaran , too , was admittedly sympathetio to 
the Union and in fact his leanings were on the side of the employees . Babu 
Bayad filed his written statement and appeared before the said committeo . 

Witnesses were examined on behalf of both sides and the committee after an 
muxhaustive examination of the evidence relating to the discharge held that the 

charges were proved and it recommended that severe punishment should be 
meted out to him . That was on 20th Maroh 1949 . The Board considered the 
findings of the committee and decided on 80th March 1949 to dismiss Babu from 
service w 

from the date of bis suspension , vie ., 186 October 1948 . He 
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or that he took a prominent part in the Union s affairt , but agruming that that 
Wag 80 there is nothing to indicate that he was dismigaed on that occount. Ho 
das said that Shri 8 . G . Jain , one of the members of the Board , had told him 
to resign from the Union and to tonder an apology to the Board in which OBMO 
he would be reinstated but I am not impressed with this statement . AB I 
said , two of the members of the inquiry committee were full of sympathies for 
the empolyees. They have conducted the inquiry in a very impartial wander 
and have come to independent decisions of their own . In my opinion , there 
were good sod qufficient reasons for ordering the dismissal of Babu Sayed and 
he did not deserve to be continued in the Board s service . The punishment 
in hig cage could not be said to be hersk and the demand for his reinstatement 
must be rejected . 


7 . Demand No. 1 (0 ), Narsu Somaya joined the Board s service originally 
26 & fitter and was later made a lorry driver and about the time of his discharge 
trom service on 80th October 1848 he was working as a refuse lorry driver Tho 
aight soil lorry driver Diwan Paipoo was on three days leave and so Narbu WBB 
asked to drive the night boil lorry in his absence on the 20th Ootober 1948 , 
but be refused to drive the night soil lorry and made a statement to that effect 
(Ex. 10 ). On account of this refusal he was discharged from service the next 
day . The Board s contention is that Narsu like the other drivers had passed sa 
agreement ( Ex . 11 ) by wbiob he had agreed to drive any Cantonment Board s 
lorry including filth lorry ( aight soil ) and in the event of his refusal to do so be 
was liable to dismissal from the service of the Board on the ground that his re 
tention in service was detrimental to the efficient administration of the Canton 
ment Board , Narsu s version is that he had taken the agreement to the Union 
Secretary who read it out to him , that he later took it to Shri Rajaram , a men 
ber of the Board ( the said Rajaram was a member of the inquiry committee in 
respect of Babu Bayad ) and Shri Rajaram told him to mention that he would 
drive all lorries except the pight eoil lorry and so he added that clause in Mara 
thi and then signed the agreement . He says that he also signed another Agreem 
ment at the instance of Shri Handa , the Executive Officer , and he admits that 
the said agreement was attested to by Driver Mannu Surjan . According to the 
Board be passed only one agreement, viz ., Ex . 11, which bears Mannu s attesta . 
tion . Narsu s version of having passed two agreements and of having stated in 
the first agreement that he would not drive a night boil lorry , is not borne out by 
independent evidence , and seems improbable . 


8 . He says in the statement Ex . 10 that he had returned from duty that day 
and was given an order to drive the night soil lorry and as he was not prepared 
to drive & night soil lorry he could not obey the order , and further that he had 
mentioned in the draft of the agreement which the Exeoutive Officer had given . 
to him that be would drive all lorries excepting the night soil lorry . The draft is 
not forthcoming and for the Board it has been said that there was no such draft . 
Whatever that might be , it seems that he was averse to driving a night soil lorry 
but ultimately agreed to execute the agreement under the impregsion that in 
practice be may not be called upon to drive it ; and there was scope for such an 
Impression because till now he had never been asked to drive & night soil lorry . 
He 18 a Telugu and was naturally afraid that if be drove a night soil lorry he 
might be ex - communicated by his people . He say that he was purposely baked 
to drive the night soil lorry even though other Bhai gi drivers were available and 
this statement has not been controverted . He wa pot & spare driver and he 
was already working on & refuge lorry . No doubt under the terms of the agree 
ment Ex . 11 he was liable to drive & night soil lorry , but in the ciroumstances of 
the case his refusal need not be taken 88 deliberate . In the state of the evento 
of those days , viz . , that the strike notice had been given already and the Board 
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had resolved to employ new men in case the strike took place and having regard 
to the tension then pruvailing , it will not be unreasonable to think that the 
order to Nargu to drive the night soil lorry guacked of provocation . The strike 
had not then taken place and thoro wore Bhangi drivers available . It is true 
that his conduct in the past was erratio and he was one of the oployees who 
woro warned but retained in service in Noveinber 1047. At the same time he 
was so old employee with service of 15 years and in my opinion , having regard 
to the cireumstuucea of the case the punishment of dismissal was too severe for 
the disobedienen of bis superior s orders . At the same time I do not hold that 
the agreement Ex 11 passed by him was subject to the proviso that he was not 
to drive a night soil lorry , and I fuid thnt, on the contrary , he did undertake to 
drive even a night poil lorry by this ugreement. While thereforo I propose to re 
instate him in seivice it will be on condition that he notifies to the Board in 
writing that in future if roquired to do so be will drive pight soil lorries . He 
must realise that he is not being exempted from the linbility to drive a night soil 
lorry aud it is only iſ bo grees to no so , but he may join back . For these 
reasons I direct that the Kirkee Cantonment Board Aboud roinstate Nursu 
Somayil in service within three weeks of this award becoming onforreuble pro 
vided ho itillates in writing to tbe Board before being re -instated that he will 
drive night soil lorries in future if requirod to do so , as long is the agreement 
IT 11 rongios in force . In case he fails to do as above be will pot be entitled 
to iriustutaloont and the older of dismissal will stand , 

9 . Demand No . 1 ( D ). This deniand ielates to the reinstatement together 
with pay and allowanoes of the employees who were discbarged after tbe com 
mencernant of the strike on 11th November 1948 . On the stribe being called 
off and tho epiplovees offering to resume work on 1716 November 1948 the 
Board did take buck about 80 of them but refused to take back the others pained 
in the Union s nonoxure No . 15 . Of these Bholi Chbotbu Las since died . 
The list includes Nargu Somaya , whoso discharge bud no connection with the 
strike , lbo dispute tberefore pow rolates to 52 employeos . The Union had 
no doubt callod upon the epiployees in the conservancy stuff to 
go on i strike , but had particularly asked the hospital staff including 
the ambulanco loiry diivers not to strike woik . Kisan Gopal, one of the 
said 52 employees , was originally i roluso (rubbish ) lorry driver but since the 
suspension of Babu Siyad ba wus tulcurl up as unhuince driver ud at all 
material times before tbe strike he was un klubuludlu driver . It was on that 
account that the Union hard juisti ucted him to attend to his duties , and he 
and the other hospital stuff were working as usual. He says that Shri Handa , 
the Executive Officer , sent for hirn in the viltornoon and told bim that he did 
pot want the clipbulance ar to run for the time being , and be askod bioi to 
drive the refuse lorry . Kisan said that all the oployees including the lorry 
arivors were on strike, that it was not safe for liim to drive the lefušo lorry 
and it was also not put of his pormal futies and that us he refused to drive 
the refuse lorry he was jmniedintoly dismissed from service . Now under the 
agrecvent Tix 19 which he bad executed he was linble to drive all lorries in 
cluding refuso lorries and pormally bo would not have been justified in refusing 
to drive the refuse lorry But tbere are here certain circumstances which 
ought to be taken into account . He was then working as an ambulance car 
driver in the vacuacy of Babu Sayud and the driving of the refuse lorry was 
not part of his normal duties . Fud it been othorwisa he might bave been 
one of the striking employees and therefore would not have been available for 
any liod of duty Almost the entire conservanoy gtnin bad joined the strike 
and if in the circumstances lie considered that by his driving the refuse lorry 
he might be tn cep ns & strike-breaker , it could not be said that his apprehension 
was unjustified . Therefore although it is not suggested that he was justified 
in refusing to drive the refuse lorry the refusal was induced by the stress of 
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circumstances then obtaining and should be viewed in that perspective . In 
anly vent the punishment of disinissal for a refusal of that kind was too harsh 
particularly so becausc his previous record was clean , and in my opinion he 
ought to be reinstuted . 

10 . As stated above the stuhe commenced on 11th Novernber and con 
tinued for five days . On 10th November, it appears that there was a suspected 
Cabo of cholera within the ( auto ment limiin which was found later to be r 
case of gastri intitis All the sain the impresion 1111s that it wig i caso 
of cholerıı And that is also bome out by Anne vure I to the Bouids written 
stuteinent. Apprehending that the strike of the conservancy stuf Inight 
endanger tho sanitation 410 liculth of the public and cholere might break out 
in an epideinic form , thi l oll leolved the 41111H evening to call off the strike 
and ask that inen to resuels work the next sny The President of the Union 
Sbri Joshi and the Secretar Slırı Kulkarni at the same time undertook a fast 
with a view to icdaning the grievances of the worknion , but at the inter 
vention of certain inilu ntin Delsons like Shri Raosahib Patwardban , Khan 
Bubudur Moleclina aud oth thc fast was abandoned by them on the 24th 
Novembor 1948 It appears that Khan Bahadur Molecur took an activo and 
og liputhetic interest in the workers and he undertook to use his personal 
influence and to make all efforts towards a entisfactory settlernent of the dis 
putt The Bond s ( ontention , on the other hand, is that the Union ever uliye 
haid fully realised that the stiile lud fizzled out and they wanted some face 
solving cronse to call off the slike ind sind back the men to work , and that 
that they did soon the pre 4xt that it care of cboleri had occurred within the 
( antonment limits I am not prepared to put this construction on the 
terminntion of the strike. But whatever might have been the reason und 
Assuming that the strike wiw calleet off for that ranson , that has no material 
hearing on the question whether on thc turiniralon of the strike the Board 
We liable to trilse back the striking employer or other wiki Now hore After 
the notice of the strike this Rendl hid ramolt and on the 18th October 1948 that 
in the event of the strike mutung : ll the oneplovcem irere to be warned that 
unlign they joined back slutt within 49 hour their I would be permanently 
And finally dispenged hith ( Trnovute TI to the Boarl s written statement ). 
Howe . cr there is no filme of the intimation t1127 of having been given to 
the emploveen themsclvee und in the fligte of the cvidenre it must be taken 
that like enplees var not aware that thrir Services were liable to be 
toimmated if they absented from duty on the strike maturing The only 
intimation that was given to them was by dismissal orders dated 141b and 
15th Noveniher vil , that on account of their wilful obvence from duty from 
11th lovenber they were di-01149cd from hírvice with effect, from the 14th . 
November . The correct poculurl would have been to call upon the employees 
to resume work within a certain time and to warn them that on failure they 
were linble to be dismissed from service but that was not done and they were 
summarily dismissed 

11 . Regolding the strikc the notice thereof way yivel on 1st October 1948 
and it was scheduled to come hec on the 19th October but was not actually 
commenced ( onciliation proceedings were gomy on and it appears that the 
Union waited for the conclusion of the conciliation procecdings , and that came 
about on the 4th November 1918 when Shri Basu wrote to the Union Secretary 
thal further negotiationis vere not likely to yield any resulta This being a 
public utility servici sretion 22 of the Industrial Disputer Act, 1947 applies , 
and it is thereforo nec Chhaly to see whether the Union had complied with the 
requirements of sub - section ( 1) of the quid section . Now here the notice had 
been given six weeks before striling work . The strike had not hoon com 
ienced within 14 days of the notice nor boforo tho expiry of the date of strike 
Querified in the notice . The conciliation proceedingy must bo deemed to have 
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concluded on 4th November ; and the strike was commenced on 11th November.. 
The Union has satisfied the requirements of section 22 sub - section (1 ) clause 
(d ) under which no strike can take place during the pendency of any concilia 
tion proceedings before a conciliation officer and seven days after the conolusion 
of such proceedings . Shri Pundlik , who appeared for the present employees , 
coptended that seven clear days should have passed between the conclusion 
of the proceedings and the commencement of the strike and that this did not 
happen since the strike was commenced on the 11th November. His contention 
was that the strike ought to have been pommenced on the 12th November and 
D100 on the 11th . The contention is not correct because one of the two days 
could be reckoned in calculating the period of seven days, and not both . In 
my opipion the requirements of section 22 sub - section ( 1 ) clause (d ) were duly 
coinplied with in this case and the strike was perfectly legal . In that viow , 
apart altogether from tho fact whether the strike was justified or otherwise , 
the strike being a legal one the employer- employee relationship continued and 
the Board was liable to take the employees back when after calling off the 
strike they offered to resume work on the 17th November. It refused to do 
80 on the ground that it had already employed men on a permanent service 
basis in the place of the striking employees . It was urged on behalf of the 
Board that no new workers would like to join on a temporary basis and the 
Board had no alternative except to take new workers on a permanent basis , 
and further that the Board had also given them a written guarantee to that 
effect. There is no evidence to show that the Board could not have secured 
men on a temporary basis and that position therefore has not been established . 
The employees have a right to strike work after giving the requisite notice to 
the employer , and if the strike was legal then on the termination of the strike 
they have a right to be taken back on the game terms of employment. The 
taot whether the strike was justified or otherwise has no bearing on that 
pcint , and if the strike wag unjustified that will deprive the striking employees 
of their wages for the strike period . In my view therefore the employees Nos . 
1 to 18 , 20 , 21 and 22 and 24 to 53 mentioned in the statement annexuro 10 
to the Union s statement of claim ought to be reinstated in service . I have 
dealt with the case of Nargu Sonaya and Kiban Gopal separately and have 
giver necessary direction in respect of them . 

12 . As for back wages tbe demand touches two periodo ; first the period of 
the strike from the 11th to 16th November 1948 and the second from 17th 
November 1948 onwards . So far as the first period is concerned the payment 
of wages will depend upon whether the strike was justified or otherwise , Non 
& strike can be a legal strike but it may not be justified in view of the circum 
stances of the case . And bere it ig quite plain to me that having regard to 
the very reasonable attitude which the Board had adopted all along and to 
the Board s readiness to make concessions As far as it was possible for them 
to make , the Union was not justified in commencing the strike. As I have 
shown in the earlier part of the award , the Board was prepared to examine 
atresh the dispute regarding the 12 discharged employees and also to institute 
inquiries jato the conduct of the Sanitary Superintendent and to consider 
favourably the other demands . Shri Bapu , the Conciliator, too , medo ell 
efforts to make the parties reach a settlement and it appears that had the 
Union not insisted upon the inquiry committees being appointed with the 
employees representatives on them , the differences might have been 
ironed out and the employees might have been saved the hardship of this 
long drawn -out struggle . I hold therefore that the strike was not justified and 
I do not award to the employees wages for the strike period . 

18 . However on the termination of the strike on 17th November the 
employees ware entitled to be taken back in service and the Board s refugal 
amounted in fact to a lock - out. That being so the question of paying them 
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their back wages or compensation in lieu of the same arises . I have dealt with 
this question at some length in my award in the case of the Western India 
Automobile Association , Bombay v . workmen employed under it ( 1950 I. O . R . 
p . 885 at pp . 866 -867) and in the view I have there taken the finanoial position 
of the employer becomes a relevant factor . Considering that the Kirkee 
Cantonment Board barely runs the administration from its resources and is , on 
the other hand , required to report to economy , payment of all the back wages of 
the employees is definitely out of the question . I do not for a moment justify 
the Board s action in pot reinstating the striking employees. On the contrary , 
the Board was definitely in the wrong in not taking back the men on the termi 
nation of the strike . However whila awarding compensation the Board s 
financial position will have to be taken into acoount . On & consideration of all 
these factors therefore I hold that payment of two month s wages , comprising 
of the basio wages and dearness allowance , of the striking ernployees ( including 
Kisan Gopal) who are to be reinstated would be adequate in the circumstanoek 
of the case and accordingly I award the same to the said employees . This 
order as to compensation does not apply to Narsu Somaya . I direct that the 
abovesaid employees should be reinstated and the compensation awarded as - 
above should be paid to them within one month of the date of the award becom 
ing enforceable. The amployees wbo wish to be reinstated should rive inti 
mation to the Boara in writing of their desire to join back the Board s 
service within two weeks of this award coming into operation . The com 
pensation shall be paid to the said employees irrespective of the fact whether 
they join back the Board s service or otherwise . 

14 . Demand No 2 . - This demand is for an impartial committee to inquire 
into the grievances against the Sanitary Superintendent. At the hearing the 
Union has not pressed the demand ( Vide statement Ex . 17 ) and no dirəctions 
in this respect are therefore necessary . 

18 . Demand No. 3 . — The demand relates to payment of salaries in accordance 
with the recommendations of the Central Pay Commission with effect from lgt 
January 19 .17 . The Union has now restricted the demand to the monial staff 
referred to in annexurc T to the Board s written statement vig . , the conservancy 
staff comprising of the motor lorry ( rubbish and night soil coolies (mozdurs ) ) , 
soullage water cort driver , male latrine sweepers , male urinal sweepers , male 
drain sweepers , male trenghing ground coolies (mazdurs ) , rat catchers , sti 
malaria coolies (mazdurs ), and also female road sweepers , female latrina 
sweepers , female tekari sweepers and female retrenching ground coolies 
(mazdurs ). The Union has however reserved its right to demand appropriate 
pay scales for the remaining employees at a later date (Ex. 17 ). Shri Karaerkar 
for the Union has urged that the menial employees of the consarvánoy staff 
mentioned above should receive at least a salary goale of Rs. 80 - 85 which 
is the lowest grade recommended by the Central Pay Commission for Class IV 
employees The Board , on the other hand , baş urged that these are not Central 
Government servants and the recommendations of the Central Pay Commission 
cannot , therefore , be applied to them . The question of the salary scales for 
these employees was considered by the Board and a scale of Rs. 26 – 480 for 
the male employees and of Rs. 201 - 25 for the female employees were 
introduced by the Bonrl with effect from 1st March 1948 . It is urged that 
these scales are on a par with those obtaining in the neighbouring cantonment 
and municipal aren vid the Poona Cantonment , and the Poona City Municipality 
(now the Poona Municipal Corporation ) and that they were introduced in 
collaboration with the said bodies . I understand that these scales obte o also 
in the Ahmednagar and Belgaum Cantonments. They are a definite improve 
ment on the old salaries which were Rs. 18 for the male employees Axcept for 
the night soil lorry coolies who were paid Rs. 21 per month . The femalo 
employees were paid Rs. 10 or Rs . 11 per month . On behalf of the Board it is 
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pointed out that the employces are being paid deares allowance at the rate of 
Rs. 35 per month und Rs. Ő an house -rent allowance so that the total enrnings 
of a male employee aro Rs. 65 and of a female employec re RH ( 0 per month , 
which having regard to the scale of wages in the neighbouring areus as also to 
the cost of living in that uren , should be decined to be appropriatc It is urged 
that the awarding of the scales recommended by the Central Pay Commission 
would entail an additionu] ( ypenditure of Rs 13 , 620 in a year which the Board 
is wholly unable to bear in view of its financial position . That the financial 
position of the Kirkee Cantonment Board is not strong enough cannot be dis 
puted seriously , and in my opinion it is not 111 t position to bear the hurdun to 
be imposed by awarding even the lowest malo rucommended by the Central 
Puy Commission , vie ., Rs. 30 – 4 – 35 . The total present earnings of the 
employees are adequate enough and in my opinion it is not possible to give ihen 
uny incre 1900 salarics. The salury scales of the fomale workers is no doubt 
lower but that is due to the fact that there is a difference between the quantum 
of the work done by them and by the male workers . They are mostly cmployed 
on Group Latrines and the amount of the work involved there is of A lighter 
nature . The principle of equal pay for equal work will not therefore apply in 
this case and their present scule ought to be taken as adequate in view of their 
total curning® This demand is therefore rejected 

18 Demand No. 1 . - The Union has not pressed this demand No directions 
are thercfore necessary .
